For if it werea wet and 
weeping ground, or had any viciouſneſſein 
themould, they would raiſe their Jodgings 
higher fromthe carth,as they doethatliue in | 
the Philippines,and other Countries which I. 
haue viewed. And this is further confirmed 
by their Fleſh and. Fiſh , which although 
it bee vnſalted , yet will it” keepe {weete, 
and without corruption two daics. And the 
fruits whichare brought trom thenceare ex- 
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ceeding good,as wee dproofeby two that
